New research paper 
makes case for ridding 
hospitals of handshakes

Researchers with Aberystwyth University in 
the United Kingdom won a share of Monday’s 
news cycle with a hip way to start your next 
doctor’s visit. 

Instead of shaking hands with your caregiv- 
er, try a fist bump. Not because it looks cool, 
researchers said, but for the sake of improving 
public health. 

A brief paper titled “The fist bump: A more 
hygienic alternative to the handshake,” set to 
be published in the American Journal of In- 
fection Control, concludes the streetwise ex- 
change transmits far less bacteria than a hand- 
shake. So, fist bumps could lessen the risk of 
spreading disease. 

The study’s conclusions may feel odd, but 
they’re actually part of a long-held discussion 
in the realm of health care.

“It’s tongue-in-cheek ... but it’s impor- 
tant,” said Dr. Rahul Khare, a professor at 
Northwestern University’s Feinberg School 
of Medicine, from his seat in the hospital’s 
emergency department. 

Why? Because despite the millions of dol- 
lars that can be spent to implement and su- 
pervise complex infection-control protocols, 
containing infections in health care facilities 
(quite literally) lies first in workers’ hands. 

“Health care workers’ hands become con- 
taminated with pathogens from their pa- 
tients, and, despite efforts to limit the spread 
of disease, cross-contamination of health care 
workers’ hands commonly occurs through 
routine patient and environmental contact,” 
a June op-ed in the Journal of the American 


Medical Association said. 

Khare and his colleagues —along with nurs- 
es and technicians—do shake patients’ hands. 
But they’re expected to rub globs of hand-san- 
itizing liquid on their hands before they walk 
into an exam room, and again when they leave. 

But eliminating handshakes from hospitals 
won't be easy. 

Consider, researchers wrote, the fact that 
health professionals “have been specifically 
encouraged to offer handshakes to meet pa- 
tients’ expectations and to develop a rapport 
with them.” 

Other alternative greetings seem less likely 
to catch on in today’s patient exam rooms. 
They include high-fives, for example, which 
researchers conclude transmitted fewer bac- 


teria than a handshake. The traditional “hon- 
gi” greeting, used by New Zealand natives and 
which researchers said in the research paper 
“involves pressing noses and foreheads to- 
gether,” might also look out of place in a hos- 
pital. 

Even Khare rarely deploys the fist bump 
with patients. “I do it when I see teenagers; 
that’s just their culture,” Khare said. “But an 
80-year-old gentleman? I’m not going to fist- 
bump him, I’m going to shake his hand. 

“He might think I’m a bit of a strange doc- 
tor if I fist-bumped him.” 

On the other hand, Khare said a hand- 
shake’s grip on the patient-caregiver relation- 
ship can change. Especially if broader, rigor- 
ous studies can show a link between reduced 
hospital-based infection transmission rates 
and handshake elimination. 

“Tf you can cut that by even ro percent by 
not shaking a person’s hand,” Khare said, “the 
amount of pain, suffering and financial cost 
that would save would be immense.”

the touch was unintentional— at first. 


It happened a couple times before Guc- 
cione said she realized that the man stand- 
ing next to her was rubbing his crotch on 
her wrist through his pants. By the time she 
figured out what was going on, the man had 
exited the train, she said. 

Guccione, 25, said she didn’t report what 
happened to the CTA or the police because 
“this was so subtle that by the time I realized 
what was happening, I was glad it was over 
and it didn’t progress any more than it did.” 

“It feels silly to say, but I’m not sure if it was 
criminal. There was no indecent exposure,” 
said Guccione, who said she has not had any 
similar problems on the CTA since she moved 
to Chicago two years ago. “Maybe just as a 
woman, we’re kind of desensitized to the fact 
that guys are sometimes creeps.” 

Guccione’s decision not to report what she 
saw on the train because she wasn’t sure if it 
was a crime is a common position. Sexual ha- 
rassment in a public space is typically under- 
reported to authorities, experts say, though 
a woman told police last month that a man 
rubbed his genitals against her on a Brown 
Line train, leading to a suspect’s arrest. ACTA 
spokesman called the incident “extremely 
rare.” 

But it’s difficult to tell how often sexual ha- 
rassment occurs on public transit because the 
underacknowledged and underdocumented 
behavior “has been so normalized, it’s just a 
rite of passage for women,” said Holly Kearl, 
founder of Stop Street Harassment, a D.C.-ar- 
ea organization dedicated to documenting and 
curbing sexist comments, homophobic slurs, 


exie Guccione, of Buena Park, said she was riding home on a Red Line train 
last month when she felt something unusual: A man brushed up against her 
wrist as she held her purse. The train was crowded, so Guccione thought 


groping and catcalls on streets and on transit. 

Kearl’s group advocates for transit agencies 
nationwide to track reports of sexual harass- 
ment and train employees and riders on what 
to do if they see this behavior. 

“When it comes to public spaces, transit 
agencies are in a unique position to 
be leaders in addressing [harass- 
ment],” Kearl said. 

In Chicago, the CTA has 
“zero tolerance for harass- 
ment of any kind” and 
encourages riders to re- 
port incidents to a bus or 
train operator, a rail sta- 
tion customer assistant, 
police or CTA customer 
service online or by phone, 
CTA spokesman Brian Steele 
said. 

The CTA has received nine com- 
plaints about harassment, including sexual ha- 
rassment, this year through June, Steele said. 
There were 18 complaints to CTA customer 
service last year, down from 21 reports in 2012. 

Sexual harassment on the CTA was in the 
headlines in 2009, after Rogers Park activ- 
ists conducted a small survey and found many 
women had experienced or had been exposed 
to this activity. 

As aresult, the CTA created an educational 
campaign with signs and audio announce- 
ments across the system devoted to combat- 
ing sexual harassment, Steele said. 

The campaign led to enhanced employee 
education and updated safety brochures avail-

able to riders online and at most rail stations 
and some buses, Steele said. 

The CTA has also increased the number of 
security cameras so that “nearly every place 
that you are on the CTA system, there is a cam- 
era recording activities,” which helps act as a 
crime deterrent and lead to arrests, Steele said. 

In the meantime, the CTA has stopped air- 
ing the audio and posting signs on trains and 
buses related to the harassment campaign. 
The agency is in midst of its “see something, 
say something” campaign that encourages rid- 
ers to report suspicious behavior but doesn’t 

specifically mention harassment. 
Last month, a 29-year-old 
man was charged with ag- 
gravated battery after he 
allegedly began grinding 
his genitals against a fe- 
male rider’s right leg and 
buttocks without her 
consent as they rode a 
Brown Line train. The 
woman then noticed “se- 
men running down the leg 
of her pants,” according to 
police. 
When contacted by RedEye, the 
woman declined to be interviewed. The man 
plead not guilty and is expected to appear in 
court Wednesday. 

“This is the type of incident that is ex 
tremely rare. We don’t have any records of 
anything like this occurring for at least the 
last three years, likely longer,” Steele said. 

Systemwide, there were four incidents of 
criminal sexual assault last year, down from 
eight incidents in 2012, the CTA said. Crimi- 
nal sexual assault is defined as a sexual act di- 
rected against another person either forcibly 
and against one’s will or when the person is 
incapable of giving consent. 

Security camera footage led to arrests in all 
four of the 2013 cases, Steele said. 

Meanwhile, there were 18 incidents of inde- 
cent exposure on the CTA in 2013, down from 
19 incidents in 2012, the CTA said. 

Lucy Pigati, of Albany Park, said she was on 
a Brown Line train with her family in March 
when a man exposed his penis to her cousin. 

The man was standing close to her cousin, 
Pigati said, but her cousin initially wasn’t fo- 
cused on the man. Pigati, 29, said she didn’t 
know anything was wrong until her cousin 
jumped from her seat after the exposure. 

Pigati said her cousin filed a police report 
when they got home after consulting with 
CTA employees, who encouraged her to do 
so. Online records show an arrest has not 
been made in the case. 

Pigati said the incident didn’t change her 
ridership habits. 

“T still need to get to and from work,” Pigati 
said.

“We are not currently planning an 
information campaign because we be- 
lieve that customers are aware of the 
multiple channels” through which they 
can report problems, including sexual 
harassment, CTA spokesman Brian 
Steele said. 

Steele said the agency plans to launch 
a campaign that reviews courtesy, in- 
cluding sexual harassment, later this 
year.

Massachusetts 
Bay Transportation Authority police 
handed out sexual harassment aware- 
ness fliers to riders as part of a week- 
long global campaign to bring attention 
to sexual harassment and assault on 
public transit.

City could pay 
$1.2M in 2009 case 
of teen shot by police

City Hall would pay out $1.2 million to settle 
a lawsuit filed by the mother of a high school 
basketball player shot by police four years ago, 
under a proposal to be considered this week by 
the Chicago City Council. 

Corey Harris Jr. was 17 in September 2009 
when he died of a gunshot wound to the back 
fallowing a short police chase. Harris, the fa- 
ther of an infant daughter, played basketball at 
I3yett High School, where he was a junior. 

He was shot by an off-duty officer at 
tigth Street and Eberhart Avenue in Park Manor 
ini the wake of a shooting incident about a block 
and a half away. Police at the time said Harris 
was seen firing a gun before the chase started. 

But according to the family’s lawsuit, Har- 
tis was with other students near Dyett when 
(ifficer Darren Wright “wildly fired a series of 
shots at the teenagers.” Harris was unarmed 
and posed no threat to the officer when he was 
shot, according to the suit.

Israel vows ‘force and 
discretion’ in Gaza 


A grim-faced Israeli Prime Minister Ben- 
jamin Netanyahu warned Monday of a pro- 
tracted war in Gaza, dashing any hopes of a 
swift end to the three-week conflict as Pales- 
tinian fighters launched an audacious cross- 
border raid. 

The Israeli army said five of its soldiers 
died in two separate incidents, including four 
in a mortar strike. Local media also reported 
casualties in the infiltration, but there was no 
immediate confirmation of this. 

Inside Gaza itself, eight children and two 
adults were killed by a blast in a park as an un- 
official truce sought by the United Nations 
for the Muslim Eid al-Fitr festival collapsed. 

Residents blamed the explosion on an 
airstrike, but Israel said a misfiring militant 
rocket caused the carnage. 

“Tt has been a difficult, painful day,” Netan- 
yahu said in a televised address to the nation. 

“We need to be prepared for a protracted 
campaign. We will continue to act with force 
and discretion until our mission is accom- 
plished,” he said, adding that Israeli troops 
would not leave Gaza until they had de- 
stroyed Hamas’ tunnel network. 


PROTESTS IN CHICAGO 

Backers of Israel and of Palestinians held 
dueling rallies Monday in the Loop, where 
each side accused the other of being 
responsible for the ongoing conflict in the 
Mideast. The pro-Israel event took place on 
a stage in Thompson Plaza while across the 
street, a smaller group of about 100 people 
waved Palestinian flags and chanted 
slogans like, “Israel out of Palestine,” and 
“Occupation no more.” 


Some 1,060 Gazans, most of them civil- 
ians, have died in the conflagration. Israel 
has lost 48 soldiers and another three civil- 
ians have been killed by Palestinian shelling. 

As night fell over Gaza, army flares il- 
luminated the sky and the sound of intense 
shelling could be heard. The military warned 
thousands of Palestinians to flee their homes 
in areas around Gaza City—usually the pre- 
lude to major army strikes. 

The explosion of violence, after a day of 
relative calm, appeared to wreck internation- 
al hopes of turning a brief lull in fighting into 
a longer-term ceasefire.

No more will you search 
YouTube hoping for fuzzily replicated clips of, 
say, the show’s “Planet of the Apes” musical. 
(“I hate every ape I see/From chimpan-A to 
chimpan-Zee ...”) 

Hard-to-impress reporters at the Televi- 
sion Critics Association’s annual summer 


press tour were slowly roused from their in- 
difference (yawn. Another on-demand view- 
ing app?) during a recent demo of “Simpsons 
World.” For a moment, it felt a little bit like 
a scene out of HBO’s “Silicon Valley,” where 
every new product is touted for its ability to 
make the world a better place.
